Canada lacks man-} 
ufcturing. The raw materils are being shipped out 
of the land and foreign workmen are getting the bene- 
fits the wages which the thinking Canadian people| 
are sure ought to go to Canada’s workmen. 

There was a time when there was a school of | 
thought in the United States which professed to be- 
lieve that Uncle Sam ought to provide the raw ma- 
terials and let the older ‘countries of Europe do the 
manufacturing. Before the Revolution the British au- 
thorities thought as much. They objected to indus- 
trics among the colonies and thought that the peo- 
ple living on this side of the- Atlantic ought to be 
content to let Great Britain do the manufacturing and 
the shipping, merely supplying the raw materials 
themselves. 


But there were men of vision among the colonists | 
who saw that America could never become great so 
long as it was dependent on Europe for its finished 
products ‘and ‘its shipping. This difference of opinion 
with the mother country was one of the causes of. 
the Revolution and the first congress of the United 
States after President Washington took office was a 
protective tariff law. 


Now the Dominion of Canada, for more than a 
century and a quarter, followed the old theory of 
supplying the mother country with raw materials, and 
accepting manufactured goods in return. As a re- 
sult Canada remained an agricultural country and 
Great Britain devoted itself more and more to manu- 
facturing losing sight of all agricultural development ‘ 
at home. As_a ‘result both mother country and ‘off- 
spring became-decidedly one-sided -in: an industrial 
way ag ies | 

The system worked excellently for a long time 
but now has come the season of discontent. Canada 
with its abundant room is losing emigranis to the Uni-
